▲lthough the Fourth Is the day that 
la celebrated by m any as that on which 
the immortal Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence w as signed, sealed and promul­ 
gated, as a m atter of fact such Is not 
true. 
The great docum ent w as read 
to the people on the Fourth after hav­ 
ing been approved by congress, but It 
was not signed on that day. T he facta 
are these: 
On July 2 Jefferson presented for 
adoption the im m ortal Declaration aft­ 
er congress had adopted a resolution 
presented by Richard Henry Lee of 
Virginia, w hich bad been placed be­ 
fore the body on June 7, 1776. 
This 
resolution w as as follow s: 
Resolved. That these united colonies are 
and of a right ought to be free and inde­ 
pendent states; that they are absolved 
from all allegiance to the British crown 
and that all political connection between 
them and the state of Great Britain is and 
ought to be totally dissolved. 
This resolution w as debated for near­ 
ly a month, and, ow ing to the absence 
of Lee, who had been called home, the 
defense of It fell on his colleague, Jef­ 
ferson. 
It needed defense, for In that 
congress w ere able men who opposed 
its 
passago and 
revolution. 
Great 
therefore is Am erica's debt to Jeffer­ 
son and Lee. 
On July ‘J* Iiee's resolu­ 
tion was adopted, and Jefferson's draft 
of the Declaration w as adopted on 
July 4, 1770. 
John Hancock, president of congress, 
and Charles Thompson, Its secretary, 
Immediately signed the document and 
became thus the first official traitors 
from an English point of view. It was 
made public to the citizens by John 
Nixon, who read it to the citizens of 
Philadelphia iii Independence square. 
On July 15 It w as ordered to be en­ 
grossed, and on this being done it was 
ready for the signers, who appended 
their nam es on Aug. 2.

there 
had 
been 
some 
changes in the personnel of congress, 
and mnny of those who had taken part 
In the debate against its adoption were 
displaced, som e o f them at their own 
request, and others who had no con­ 
nection w ith the historic discussion 
signed the document.

Precursor of “the San# Fourth." 
Philadelphia had a law against fire­ 
works fifty-five years before the Dec­ 
laration o f Independence w as signed, 
and the law is still valid and on the 
statute books, in the opinion of the 
city’s law department. 
T he depart- 
men asserted that there has been a 
long succession of law s and ordinances 
covering the sale and use o f explosives 
since 1721. 
The opinion follows: 
"Ever since 1721 by various statutes 
and ordinances It has been made un­ 
lawful to set off or explode fireworks 
of any description in this city. 
The 
act of Aug. 20 of that year provided 
that no person should m ake or cause 
to be made, or sell, utter or offer, or 
expose to sale, any squib, rocket or 
other fireworks, or cast, throw or fire 
any squibs, rockets or other fireworks 
within the city of Philadelphia with- 
jut the governor’s special license."

When Ohio, in tho Olden Days, Woo 
Badly Divided. 
There were two celebrations of the 
Fourth of July in Cincinnati til 1801 
At that tim e the question of the divl 
aion of the territory and the adminls 
tratiou of Ohio as a atate w as a live 
one, the ao called Federalists of the 
period opposing it aud the Dem ocrats 
then called Republicans, favoring it. 
The Federalists favored continuing the 
territorial governm ent, w h ile the Dem­ 
ocrats, or Republicans, favored a plate 
government, partly because they hoped 
to profit by the electoral rote of the 
new atate in the n ext presidential elec­ 
tion. 
From 1800 to 1810 the capital of 
the territory w as at Chillicothe, and a 
movement In the legislature in 1801 to 
remove the capital to Cincinnati caused 
a riot in Chillicothe w hich threatened 
violence to acm e o f th e members. The 
territory w as divided in 1800, but Ohio 
was not admitted as a state until April, 
1802, aud on the Fourth o f July, 1801, 
the Federalists beld a celebration at 
Columbia, near the m outh of the Little 
Miami, aud the Republicans beld an­ 
other on the Ohio river, above Deer 
creek, and the speakers and crowds at 
both places shouted defiance at each 
other. 
Events proved that the Repub­ 
licans were right in their expectations, 
'or in 1804, the first election after the 
admission of Ohio, the new state went 
"or Jefferson.

Two things 
have 
determined the 
straight 
two-party

Fourth of July Tetanus 


Back in 1905 there were 104 deaths in the United States from Fourth of 
July tetanus, this figure representing about the average annual m ortality. 
In 
1914, as a result of the institution of better prophylactic treatm ent by physi­ 
cians and the widespread agitation for a safe and sane Fourth, tile number 
was reduced to 3. 
A year ago the U. S. Public H ealth Service expected and 
predicted that every youngster in the United States wpuld be safe from this 
disease, basing its estim ate on what had already been accomplished. 
When 
the returns came in it was found that a boy down in Maine had been injured, 
developed tetanus and died. That single fatality was only one among several 
hundred thousand occurring in the U nited States during 1915, but It resulted 
from Fourth of July tetanus or lockjaw, a preventable disease, and was there 
fore an unnecessary death. The loss of this boy makes it necessary to aga^n 
dissem inate information regarding this wholly avoidable Infection. 
The blank cartridge wound is the great cause of Fourth of July tetanus, 
hut injuries from crackers and firearm s are at 
tim es 
responsible. 
When 
driven into the tissues the wadding carries with it innumerable bacilli. 
If 
these he tetanus bacilli the poisonous products or toxins resulting from their 
multiplication produce the disease. Tetanus bacilli thrive only In tile absence 
of oxygen. 
It is for this reason that the physician enlarges the wound of en­ 
trance and after removing all foreign m aterial dresses the injury in such a 
m anner that development of the organism s is inhibited. 
In order to accom­ 
plish this it is usually necessary to adm inister an anaesthetic. 
Antitetanic 
serum is of great value as a prophylactic and it should invariably be given In 
injuries of this character. 
Parents should realize that Fourth of July tetanus Is easy to prevent but 
extremely difficult to cure, the disease being attended witli a m ortality of more 
than 95 per cent. 
No blank cartridge wound ie too trivial to receive careful 
medical attention. 
However slight tile injury may appear summon a com­ 
petent physician who will at once Institute the necessary prophylactic m eas­ 
ures. 
Reliance upon home treatm ent may prove disastrous and result In the 
needless sacrifice of life.

The Declaration's Printing. 


The delegates from New York and 
those newly elected from Pennsylvania 
who had been sent in place of the men 
formerly opposing the declaration, as 
well as John Morris, signed the Dec­ 
laration of Independence on the 2d of 
August. Thomas McKean of Delaware 
was allowed to sign lite r because he 
was absent from congress on th at date. 
and newly elected members were al­ 
lowed the same privilege as late tis 
November. 
Satisfied th at the signed parchment 
was a lasting evidence of the birth of 
the new nation, congress took no fur­ 
ther ofilclul action regarding the in­ 
strum ent Itself until the month of Jan ­ 
uary, 1777. 
By that tim e the new republic began 
to feel its strength, and congress de­ 
cided to promulgate the names of the 
signers of the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence by ordering that printed cop­ 
ies of the document should be made. 
w ith the names of the signers added. 
These were to be sent to every state, 
w ith the request that the declaration 
bs put in the assembly records. 
M ery K atherine Goddard, a woman 
who carried on the printing business 
on Broadside, Baltimore, probably nev­ 
er beard of woman’s rights, yet it hap­ 
pened th at it became her sight to print 
these copies of the American bill of 
rights, as she was then conducting the 
printshop in which ber brother, Wil­ 
liam Goddard, bad failed some time 
before. 
From thee* copies numerous others 
were soon made, until before long ev­ 
ery home boasted at least one copy of 
the original document which gave life 
to our republic.

The lest survivor of the Revolution­ 
ary War was John Gray, who died to 
Noble county, O., aged 104 years, on 
March 26, 1868.

For 
some years before he died be drew an 
annual pension of $500 from the gov­ 
ernm ent, General John A. Bingham 
having got a special act through con­ 
gress for this.

Celebrate the Fourth with all proper 
patriotic fervor, but celebrate sanely. 
Be willing to lay down life or limb for 
your country, but do not sacrifice 
either to m ake a holiday. 
The tabulated records of the deaths 
and injuries on July 4, 1915* show that 
over half of tile injuries in cities were 
in New York and Philadelphia. In the 
eighty-four cities tabulated 806 persons 
were injured. Of these New York was 
responsible for &72 and Philadelphia 
for 280, making a total of552 for these 
two cities alone, while only 254 persons 
were injured in the other eighty-two 
cities. 
In Cbiengo, which in 1907 had 
sixteen persons killed and 151 injured 
aud in 1908 bad. twelve persons killed 
aud 202 persons injured,*there were in 
1915 only eight Fourth of July acci­ 
dents. 
Curiously enough, however, of 
these five were fatal, giving Chicago, 
in spite of its rem arkably low record 
fur injuries, the largest num ber of 
deutbs of auy of the «igl»ty-four cities, 
five deaths to Chicago bring half of 
the total num ber of fatalities to cities.

Pointy are exercised at stated 
periods in ai hut 1b known as 
sea coast battery drill. This is partic­ 
ularly the ease during the summer 
time, when the corps is in camp. 
Routine varies but very little there 
frem year to year, and the daily drills 
and practices w ere much the same be­ 
fore the civil w ar as they are now. 
A year or tw o previous to the break­ 
ing out of that stupendous contest the 
cadets of the second class had deter­ 
mined on the firing of a national sa­ 
lute from the guns of the battery ut or 
before daylight on the ensuing Fourth 
of July, then close a t hand. They had 
in some way persuaded their own sen­ 
ior cadet officer while on camp provost 
duty to wink a t their little irregular­ 
ity in view of the patriotic impulse 
prompting them.

Aside from the (ive gun detachments.

fortification facing Crow Nest moun­ 
tain, nearly half a mile away. 
Discipline is alw ays rigid at the 
Point. 
Red w reaths of m ist high in 
the east hinted th at the plans laid out 
for themselves by the second class 
were likely to be interfered with. 
Classmates w ere about to separate. 
Sectional feeling ran high. 
Jim Mainline of Maine seemed to ex­ 
press the general sentim ent when he 
urged: “Let us cut out the single fire.

.Tke tired July 4 
at Gettysburg 


Pennsylvania Town Still 
Remembers 1863 


ITH each recurring annlver- 


m. rn I Bary of tbe EtttloQ’8 birth. 
memories of the older In­ 
habitants of Gettysburg turn 
back to that fearful day In 1863 that 
will always be recalled, probably, as 
the most terrible Fourth of July in Its 
history. 
Of the great battle of Gettysburg, 
ranking with the most desperate con­ 
flicts la the his­ 
tory of man, his­ 
torians have told 
us much. 
T h ey 
h a v e 
virtually, 
covered 
e v e r y 
square Inch of the 
bloody held. 
Yet 
of t h e quaking, 
fear 
s t r i c k e n 
town Itself dur­ 
ing the b a t t l e 
comparatively lit­ 
tle bas been read 
by the world at 
large; few chron­ 
icles h a v e been 
written of the do­ 
ings of the people. 
And of th at awe­ 
some Fourth of 
July! Everyw here 
else through the 
nation, w here the 
news th at Lee’s 
advance had been 
c h e c k e d 
h a ii 
r e a c h e d , there 
were s c e n e s of 
wild rejoicing. B ut Gettysburg, though 
glad of the victory, was sick at heart 
because of the ghastly, gory spectacle 
of the battle’s afterm ath th at was be­ 
fore the eyes of every man, woman 
aud child In town. 
Wheu the sun rose ou the morning 
of July 4, the duy after Pickett had 
made his famous charge, Its shafts 
emblazoned the roofs of Gettysburg. 
But from the streets came no sounds 
of rejoicing, no cheers, either for vic­ 
tory or for the day of the notion's 
birth. All was silent, except when one 
walked abroad he could hear groaning, 
and he knew lie was iu a town of suf­ 
fering and sorrow, 
lu many of the 
houses wounded men were quartered 
aud cared for, and the townspeople 
nursed them, Union men aud Goofed 
era tea both sharing in the m inistra­ 
tions. 
Upou the fields where tile grim bat­ 
tle had been fought the suu blazed into 
the staring eyes of hundreds—eyes that 
gazed vacantly a t the morning with 
the blankness of death. Hundreds of 
others opened their eyes tor the last 
time to see the sun of day. Hundreds 
lay moaning, their limbs tom. w elter­ 
ing In blood, their heartrending groans 
making ibe morning seem gray despite 
the suu. 
Despite the heroic efforts of 
tbe surgeons and their assistants it 
was Impossible to reach all of the 
wounded in time. 
The battle was over. Both armies, 
declared Professor Aaron Sheely, who 
saw the battlefield, were engaged in 
patching up dam ­ 
age and d o i n g 
their best to re­ 
lieve tbe wound­ 
ed. 
Men lay on 
the fields dying, 
enduring 
Incon­ 
ceivable s u f f e r 
lug. As yet no ar 
rangem euts h a d 
b e e n made for 
their care, though 
as many as could 
lie taken a w a y 
were carried luto 
the town of Get­ 
tysburg. 
‘T h a t Fourth," 
auld Mrs. E. S. 
l l y e r s-Stewnrt. 
who was one of 
the nurses, “was 
silent by the |>eo- 
ple nursing the 
i n j u r e d .

battle had lieen draw n. 
This was, of 
course, depressing. But when we learn­ 
ed that the Confederates had left their 
wounded aud dying on the field in their 
retreat I said the battle wus ours. No 
victorious army ever left Ka men to 
die unaided and uncomforted. 
‘T here wus no Joyful celebration that 
duy,” udded Mrs. Stewart. "We all felt 
like weeping. Such sights as surround­ 
ed us beggar description. Sickness und 
death aud suffering were seen on every 
aide. Most of the people spent the day 
taking care of those th at were thrown 
upon their mercy.” 
There was ou this Fourth a feeling I 
of relief arnoug the people of the town. 
The dutiger of the tow n’s being razed i 
had pussed. General Lee made prepa- j 
rations duriug the day to leuve und | 
that night withdrew toward the south. 
In the town efforts were made to gatb- i 
er provisions. 
There were loud calla j 
from the survivors. Muuy of the unin­ 
jured soldiers were in need of food, j 
Into the surrounding country scores of i 
Gettysburg's citizens went begging for 
provisions. 
Many of the women went 
from door to door tilling baskets, which 
were sent out to tbe soldiers on the 
field.
